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Hill Wins 


Coffee Gives Nice Majority 
For New Senator; One Box 
In County Gives Heflin Lead 


Unofficial tabulation of votes in 
Tuesday's primary made at noon 
Wednesday shows the following 
vote in Coffee County: 


Lister Hill 1452 
J, Thos. Heflin . 435 
Cc. W. Williams 28 


Less than two thousand voters 
went to the polls Tuesday, and 
light voting is noted exeept in a 
few precincts where a special ef- 
fort was made to get the voters 
out, The tabulation is complete 
except for one box in Beat, No. 8, 
in the southeastern section of the 
county. On the basis of the un- 
official tabulation, former Senator 
Heflin carried only one box in the 
county, this being box 1 of Beat 
No, 7. In several other boxes the 
vote was close. Below we are 
giving the complete vote by boxes: 
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MONTGOMERY, Jan. 5, — Ala- 
bama Democrats nominated Lister 
Hill for the United States Senate 
by a landslide vote in yesterday's 
special primary, said an emphatic 
“No” to Tom Heflin’s plea for an- 
other chance, and took scant no- 
tice of C, W. Williams, whose can- 
didacy led some opponents of 
President Roosevelt to hope for a 
run-off, 

Last night when 1508 of the 
State’s 2,200 boxes had been tab- 
ulated, the count stood:

Roy F, Parker, secretary to 
former Senator Heflin, conceded at 
9:50 p.m, the nomination of Hill 
on the basis of incomplete and un- 
official returns. 

The groundswell for Hill which 
set in about two weeks ago indi- 
cated to political observers that, 
he would be nominated but hardly 
furnished an inkling of the one- 
sided result, 

Heflin carried his home county 
of Chambers and possibly six oth- 
ers, Williams did not carry a 
county and led in a few precincts. 
He did get a majority in the Mar- 
tin Station box of Dallas County 
where the count was Williams 4, 
Heflin 1, Hill 2, 

Hill, who listened to returns at 
his campaign headquarters at the 
Exchange Hotel, interpreted the 
victory as an endorsement of the 
Roosevelt leadership which he es- 
poused in his campaign. 

Governor Graves, who threw his 
support behind Hill, expressed sat- 
isfaction with the result, which,

The Governor, who announced} 
his support for Hill weeks ago, 


erted its utmost power" to clect

The Governor's statement, Is- 
sued from the executive mansion; 

“The State administration ex- 
erted its utmost power to elect 
the champion of the New Deal and 
the result proves beyond perad- 
venture that Alabama is for the 
New Deal all the way, 

“And the Governor voices the 
heart of the mass of Alabamians | 
that Alabama is back of President} 
and the National and State New | 
Deal administrations.” 

Parker, Heflin’s secretary, told) 
the Associated Press when he re- 
leased the conceding statement} 
iNat the former senator, who is} 
in a LaFayette hospital ill of lobar 
pneumonia, did not know it was 
election day. 

Although he was described as 
recovering and out of danger, Hef- 
lin was kept from knowledge of 
the date because of his condition, 
2arker said. Parker's statement, 
which he said bore approval of 
other campaign aides, follows: 

“On the basis of incomplete and 
unofficial returns from today’s 
election IT coneede Honorable Lister 
Hill's nomination to the U, 58. 
Senate, I wish to extend my con- 
gratulations and best wishes upon 
his nominaton,” 

As soon as the vote has been| 
canvassed, which will be the offi- 
cial establishment of Hill’s nomi- 
nation, Senator Dixie Graves, ap- 
pointed temporarily to succeed 
Senator Hugo Black when he was 
elevated to the Supreme Court, 
will resign and the vacancy in the 
Senate will recur. Hill then will 
resign as Second District Repre- 
sentative and Governor Graves 
will appoint him Senator, succeed- 
ing Mrs, Graves. Hill will serve 
as Senator under the appointment 
until his election at the special 
election the Governor has called 
for April 26, and thereafter will 
continue to serve as an elected 
Senator for the remainder of 
Black’s unexpired term, 

This outline of the procedure 
was given last night by one of 
the Governor’s close advisers. He 
also explained the procedure to be 
followed in selecting Hill’s suc- 
cessor in the lower house. 

Hill’s seat in Congress will be 
filled in the following manner: 

Some time after the expiration 
of 30 days following creation of 
the vacancy by Hill’s resignation, 
the Governor will call a special 
election for the electing of a Con- 
gressman from the Second Dis- 
trict. This election, it is under- 
stood, will very probably be set 
for the same date as the first reg- 
ular Party primary, Tuesday, May 
8, the special election being con- 
fined, of course, only to those 
counties in the Second District. 
After it is called, the State Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee will be 
at liberty to provide for the hold- 
ing of special primaries for the 
selection of a nominee to serve 
out Hill's unexpired term as Con- 
gressman, which runs until next 
January, 

Though the law provides for ap- 
pointment ad interim of a United 
States Senator, when a vacancy 
occurs, there is no such provision 
for appointment of a Congressman. 
He must be elected.

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PARMERS LOOK TO CONGRESS 


FOR HELPRUL LAWS IN) 1988 


By L. O. Brackeen 

AUBURN, Ala, Jan. 2,—The 
New Yeur found Alabama farm- 
ers planning their 1988 crops asd 
looking to the U. S. Congress for 
legislation beneficial to agriculture. 
It also found agricultural leaders 
advocating the production of more 
food and feed crops, livestock and 
poultry, 

Considerable plowing’ has been 
done in various parts of the State. 
Expressions from farmers over the 
State indicate that a large acre- 
age will be planted to cotton again 
next year unless legislation is 
passed assuring higher prices than 
farmers are receivng at present. 
Many report that they must grow 
more cotton when prices are low 
in order to pay their debts and 
to purchase clothing, foods and 
other necessities, 

Alabama farmers are not only 
expressing desires that cotton 
bring higher prices but they are 
hopeful that they can balance their 
farming operations by growing 
food and feed crops and livestock. 


|The importance of this being done 


is emphasized by officials of the 
Alabama Extension Service, the 
State Department of Agriculture, 
the department of vocational ag- 
ricultural education, the Soil Con- 


jservation Service, the Farm Se- 


curity Administration, and others. 
Typical of the program being 


|advocated by agricultural agencies 


of the State is the one outlined 
by P. O. Davis, director of the 
State Extension Service. In point- 
ing out short-comings of Alabama 
agriculture, he says: 

“1_We are not making efficient 
use of ourselves and of our la- 
hor, We are engaged in a type 
of farming which gives us pro- 
ductive employment only half the 
year. During the other half we 
loaf and attend to the farm 
chores but produce little or no 
income, 

“9 We are engaged in an un- 
balanced agriculture which draws 
too heavily upon our soil, This 
is why Alabama farmers spent 
$20,000,000 last year*for commer- 
cial fertilizer and are still cursed 
with poor soil, 

“8. We are practicing a system 
of agriculture which pays us cash, 
in the main, only once each year;

It is important to obtain seed 
early because good seed are fre- 
quently scarce late in the season.

When he first came to New 
York, he couldn't afford to buy 
even the cheapest seat in the Met- 
ropolitan Opera House, So he used 
to pay two dollars and twenty 
cents for the privilege of standing 
up in the back of the mighty 
Metropolitan Opera House to listen 
to the glamorous performances of 
the immortal Scotti and the beau- 
tiful Mary Garden. In those days, 
he had to borrow money from his 
friends to»pay for his room rent 
and music lessons 

Yet ten years later, he himself 
was striding across the proud 
stage of the Metropolitan, arous- 
ing a frenzy of wild huzzas, win- 
ning twenty-two curtain calls at 
& single performance, and making’ 
himself one of the most famous 
baritones in all the world. 

Lawrence Tibbett spent his 
childhood in Bekersfield, Califor- 
nia For years, his father had 
been a cowboy in California, and 
now was sheriff of Kern County, 
California. Being a sheriff seem- 
ed like a mighty exciting and 
glamorous business to young Larry 
Tibbett, so his boyhood ambition 
was to be a sheriff himself like 
his father. 

Then suddenly a dramatic and 
tragic thing happened. His father 
was shot and killed in a battle 
with Jim McKinney, one of the 
most notorious bank robbers and 
gun men of the West. 

That shooting changed the 
whole course of Lawrence Tibbett's 
life, for his father was a very 
religious man, bitterly opposed to 
smoking and dancing and card 
playing and the theatre; and Tib- 
bett told me that if his father had 
not been shot, he himself would 
never have dared to become a sing- 
er and an actor. His father's 
training still casts a spel! over 
him and even now he seldom 
smokes more than one cigar a 
year; and when he does, he has 
the feeling that he is doing some- 
thing terribly wrong and that the 
devil is standing right by his side, 
urging him on to destruction. 

As a boy in high school, Tibbett 
developed an inferiority complex. 
His mother ran a rooming house. 
He had only one suit of clothes, 
his trousers were too short, and 
he couldn't buy his best girl an 
ice cream soda at the corner drug 
store. The other students snubbed 
him and paid no attention to him. 
So he resolved to make a name 
for himself and he looked about 
for a short cut to distinction. He 
tried to become a member of the 
glee club—and they wouldn't have 
him. He tried to get a part in 
the high school plays ... and no 
cne wanted him. This boy who 
was destined to become the most 
famous singer that ever came out 
of California was turned down cold 
when he wanted to sing in a high 
school concert. The spark of ge- 
nius didn’t shine through his voice 
until he was twenty-one years old.
